"Republic or Kmpire— The Philippine 
Question, " in which h« discusMS terri- 
torial ezyansioQ from every stand- 
point, bla argument being supplement- 
ed by chapttrs dealing with the vari- 
ous phaiiCB of the s^ubject by Andrew 
Carnegie, George F. Hoar, John \V. 
Daniels, Henry M. Teller and otiaer 
■tatMmen and acholara. 

Aa to imperialism, Mr. Hryan says: 
"Inperialism finds its inspiration in 
4ollan, not in duty. It is not our duty 
(0 burden our people witb increased 
taxes In order tb gtre a few specula- 
tors an opportunity for oxploltatlon ; 
It Is not our duty to sacrlflee the best 
bleed of our nation In tropical jungles 
in an attempt to stifle the very senti- 
BWBta whicb have given vitality to 
American Institutions; it Is not our 
duty to deny to the people of the Phil- 
ippines; the rights for which our fore- 
fathers fought from Bunker Hill to 
Yorktown. Imperialism has been de- 
scribed a* 'the white man's burden.' 
, But since <t cruahes the wealthy iirn- 
dOMT beneath an Increasiing weight of 
taxes It might with more propriety be 
railed the poor man's load.' 

"If the peace commissioners had de- 
manded a harbor and coaling station 
in the Philippines, and had required 
Spain to surrender the rest of the Is- 
land to the Filipinos, as she surren- 
dered Cuba to the Cubans, we would 
not be considering how to let go of the 
Islands. If the sum of $20,000,000 had 
been necessary to secure Spain's re- 
lease, the payment of the amount by 
the Filipinos might have been guar- 
anteed by the United States." 

Mr. Bryan also says the purpose of 
•anezation is to ap)»ly to the govern- 
ment of the Philippines methods 
familiar to the people of Europe and 
Asia, but new in the United States. 
This departure frdm traditions was 
not aatborlsed by the people; whether 
it will be retired by them remains to 
be seen. The responsibility rests first 
upon congress and afterwards upon 
that power which nukes congress^. 

Mr. Caraegle thinks "India is the 
curie of Britain, and the Phllipplnea 
will be the iurse of the I'nited States. 
If you leaeh suppressed people at all, 
you make them rebels. Education is 
fatal to the government of a superior 
race. Th« declaration of independence 
will make everf ambitious Filipino a 
thoroughly dissatisfied sul)j<(t." 

"In war," says Mr. Daniels, "it is 
the unexpected that happens. So In 
•very great sad new adventure of 
peaee. We are asked now to sally 
forth 7,000 mWei from our native seat 
to grasp, against their will. 1,000,000 of 
unwilling people— to seize upon them, 
to take them by force of arms and 
d^^t tb«m, land sad people, within 
th* lines of the constitution under the 
Amerloan flag, to make them an in- 
tegral part of this American republic." 

According to Mr. Teller, "We shall 
make a mistake If we make up our 
minds that wa are going to govern 
those people from here, but we are go- 
ing to govern them with the Anglo- 
Saxon ones, whom we sent out from 
here to administer the affairs of that 
eountry. You will need jrour 60,000 
soldiers, and In a little while you will 

need more, for they are a great people. 
They are a people who know some- 
thing of their rights. They are a peo- 
ple who are willing to contend for 
them, and I beHero it to be almost an 
axiom that a peopto who Will fight for 
their liberty, and who art willing to 
die for it, are capable oC malatgwlng 
it when they get it"

In Cal 
ifornia the prospects are excellent.

Indi- 
cate that the condition of the winter 
wheat crop of the United States Is not 
to exceed 75— which even on the In- 
errased arfeage would iitit produte to 
exceed 355,000.000 bushels to 3t>0.000

He also captured other officials and 
issued a proclamation calling upon the 
natives to rise and oxtf-rmlnate ttit 
Americana and Spaniards, Major Sini'' 
and two companies of the California 
regiment were dispatched by water to 
the sceao of the disturbance and Col- 
onel Duboce and two other companies 
of troops were sent overland. 

On April 2 this forte marched 12 
miles and cuptured Labseid, the bead- 
quarters of the bandits and destroyed 
the town.

".As supplementary and explanatory 
of our liiil to supply ilrtsstd iieef in 
Cuba, we wish to say that we bave the 
exclusive control of the Powell process 
for preserving fresh meats, and that 
this process has been tested st Tampa. 
Fla., the test having been completeil 
wfth most satisfactory results. This 
test was made under the supervision 
of Colonel John Weston of your depart 
ment. We are advised, however, that 
he had received four carcasses of beef, 
which we sent him from Chicago duly 
refrigerated and treated gOCOrdlng t < 
the Powell processes. 

"The pieces tbst were not wrappe i 
fermented in less than 72 hours, whil. 
the pieces that were covered or wrap- 
ued kepi about 100 hours. 

"These practical tests, maue untie: 
the supervision oC jrotir own offlcn. 
show that by means of this process 
carcasses can be kept longer than the 
72 hours required by your specifica- 
tions." 

'Ihe tistlmony began with Dr. L. 
Clifford Cox, assistant surgeon in tht 
volunteers of the District of Colum- 
bia.

I The supposition is that the trust will 
turn it over to the Continental Tobacco 
Company, the plug trust, in which it 
formerly was largely interested, the re- 
cent advance of 'Jc. per pound in plug to- 
i Ipacco bears out the story tbat the plug 
trust is at last almost alone in the field. 
, This will mean that it will have the power 
to do immense injury to (be tobacco in- 
terests of Ohio and Ktntockr. 

Coiitincntal Tobacoo Comp.iny stoc^ 
has jumped 10 per cent, in the last two 
weeks and the .Vmerican Tobacco Com- 
pany stock Wednesday atrock 229)— the 
highest on record. 

The white brirley leaf tobacco-growers 
of the whole world are, no doubt, to be 
found in a small section of Southern 
Ohio, that part of Kentucky bounded by 
tbe Ohio and the Kentocky rivers, a 
large and important elice of W^t Vir- 
ginia and a few counties ift Missouri 
nearest tlie Iowa line. Tbe tobacco- 
raising farmers in these gections are now 
jweiving $100,000 a week less for their 
tobaccos than they were receiving six 
months ago. 

Cincinnati records show it. 

Five million two hundred thousand 
dollars is thus lost to the farme/s yearly. 

Two tboaaand hogsheads of tobacco 
are sold each week in the Cincinnati 
market, not to mention the sales of white 
burley at Louisville. Six months ago to- 
bacco was $0 and $6 A hundred higher 
than it is now. The tragi ia credited 
with this. ' 

On every hogshead of tobai co now sold 
in tbe Cincinnati marlcet $50 is lost to 
the farmer, speculator or redryer owning 
tbe tobac<;o. 

The trust is simply looking on now. 
So is the grower. The warelkonsemen 
know not which way to ttirn for relief. 
"We serve both alike," said President 
Lee H. Brooks, of the local association 
Thiirpday. "The warehooaan^an can not 
aflord lo he partial." 

Four buyers for tbe trust with but a 
single thought have, taken the place of 
nearly twenty-four buyers, each acting 
separately.
